yesterday afternoon for Savannah. 


NEW Brr>ronu, January 18.—Following Is 


Captain Wright's statement- The Cits of 
Columbns left Boston at ,: Tbursdaj after- 
noon, earning 80 passengers »nd a crew of 45. 
At 3 45 a. m. Friday, Gay Head Hght bearing 
south, half east, the vessel struck outside 
of Devil's Bridgo buo/. 
Tne wind was 


blowfa* a gale west by BOrth. The vessel 
Immediately filled and keeled over, the water 
breaking In and flooding Iho port side of tho 
saloon 
All the passengers excepting a 


few 
women and children came on deck, 


nearly all wearing llfo preservers. 
All 


the 
boats 
wcrn 
cleared 
away, 
but 


were Immcdlatelj swamped and a majority of 
the passengers washed overboard Seven pas- 
sengers left the v<s»«Lon a life raft and about 
forty more took to tho rigging. At 10 30 a. 
m. the Gay Head life boat put off and took 
seven persons. Another life boat put oft be- 
tween 13 and 1. The revenue cnlter Deitcr 
came along about 13.30 and gent off boats. 
Twenty-one persons, one ot whom was dead, 
were placed aboard the Dexter, and after all: 
persons were taken from the vessel the Dex- 
tor' proceeded to Now Bedford. Three per- 
sons died after going aboard the Dexter.
